LIBERIA LOOMS AS OUTPOST 


W A S H I N G T O N — For just about one cen- 
™ 
tury the African Republic of Liberia 
has been a pain in Hie neck to the United 
States gov ernment. 
But now, at long last, 
it may justify the headaches it has caused 
in Washington. It may be another Iceland. 
Liberia, meaning a “ free country ,” was 
founded ev en before the Civ il W ar by 
American negroes who sought to establish 
a free black republic and lead a mov ement. 
“ Back to Africa.” The idea was encourag­ 
ed by abolitionist leaders in New England, 
and the colony had an auspicious start. 
Howev er, 
American 
negroes 
trans­ 
planted to Africa later became slav e-own- 
ers themselv es, and established a liv ely 
trade selling their own brethren from the 
jungle to plantation owners. 
This trade of blacks selling blacks got 
so bad that irate Henry L. Stimson, then 
Secretary of State, practically forced the 
resignation of the president of Liberia. 
Stimson stamped out tile slav e trade and 
Liberia has been fairly clean since. 
Liberia alway s bas been under the pro­ 
tection of the United States. 
Its gov ern­ 
ment operates partly on funds borrowed 
from the U. S. gov ernment, and its customs 
are watched by a U. S. collector. 
A friend­ 
ly I'. S. gunboat drops iii at its ports from 
time to time, and IL S. Minister Lester 
Walton, a Harlem newspaper editor, car­ 
ries great 
weight in the affairs of the 
Country . 
Now suddenly , with the hasty Nazi- 
superv ised 
arming 
of 
French 
Dakar, 
Liberia is coming to hav e great import­ 
ance. 
It is located south of D ’tar in an 
area friendly to Great Britain and the 
United States and which could be used to 
protect tire coast of South America. 
For some time military strategists hav e 
driv en home to the White House and S t at 1 
Department the v ery great importance of 
West 
Africa 
in preserv ing the 
Monroe 
Doctrine. 
For if a hostile army gains con­ 
trol of West Africa, the hop across the 
south Atlantic to Brazil and Uruguay is 
relativ ely easy for modern bombing planes. 
Tire Vichy gov ernment has now openly 
admitted the arming of Dakar against the 
United States, and Free Frenchmen escap­ 
ing from North Africa hav e 
r e p or te d that 
about n.5 00 Nazi technicians were busy in 
Dakar and other parts of French Northv est 
Africa installing coast artillery and build­ 
ing air bases. 
Howev er, south of Dakar and near 
Liberia, de Gaulle Frenchmen are in con­ 
trol. 
Thus this part of equatorial Africa 
is being studied carefully as a base from 
which T*. S. forces might operate to block 
Nazi 
operations 
against 
the 
Western 
Hemisphere. 
NOTE— Since 
the 
fall 
of 
Ethiopia, 
Liberia is tile only free country on the en­ 
tire continent of Africa, and it has remain­ 
ed so only because of the United States.

darning Signals 
When Nature is in a mood to 
give warning of imp ending disas­ 
ter, you had best p ay attention to 
her. These keratoses are among 
the few early danger signals that 
Nature gives of the ap p roach—the | 
tar-off ap p roach fortunately —of 
cancer. 
They can be successfully 
treated, and the cancer circum­ 
vented and p revented. 
Dr. Oliver S. Ormsby , o- e of 
the best-known American derma­ 
tologists, gave a lecture in Bos­ 
ton, listing other p re-caacerous 
ap p earances of the skin. In elder­ 
ly skin, in men more often *.han 
women, on exp osed skin surfaces, 
skin that ta'cea the imp act of wind 
and sun, such as the forehead, the 
temp le, the nose, the back of the 
hands, a dry , scaly p igrnci ted 
hard sp ot p inhead to dime fire, 
should alway s be regarded with 
susp icion. The fiat senile wart is 
in the same category . 
White, dead-looking tissue un­ 


der the tongue on the inside sur­ 
face of the mouth, 
a condition 
known as leukap lakia, is also a 
forerunner of something worse. 
In the mouth, leukap lakia ii 
p roceeded by the use of tobaceo, 
esp ecially chewing tobacco. 
In treatment, the 
first thing is 
to get rid of any irritations. 
Yank 
the chewing tobacco 
away from 
them if necessary by calling in 
the p olice and interdict hot and 
cold foods, condiments, vinegar, 
etc. These things don't cause the 
discase but they keep it going. 
Dangerous Ty pe of Mole 
The most dangerous typ e of 
mole is flat, slaty or blue-black in 
color. They are commonly seen 
near the eyes and on the feet. 
Their simp le existence is indica­ 
te# for wide removal. And by 
wide removal is meant just that. 
The tragedies occur when at­ 
temp ts are made to remove them 
by monkeying with them—burn­ 
ing them, shaving off the top , cor­ 
rosive p lasters, etc. Nobody can 
urns one of the blue moles. An 
active young cobra in the home is 
not more dangerous. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. H. IU:—“ What is the cause 
and best treatm ent of lumbago?” 
Answer: Lumbago is muscular 
rheumatism in the large lumbar 
muscles of the back. 
It may be

TWO AIR FORCES 
TRADE

LONDON, July 23 - 
British 
bombers once again attacked in­ 
dustrial 
objectives 
in 
w estern 
G erm any last night and early to­ 
day while Nazi raiders ham m ered 
several sections of Britain. 
The B ritish Air M inistry said. 
however, th a t the Germ an night 
raids w ere conducted on a sm all 
scale and confined m ainly to the 
east and northeast coastal areas, 
with bombs falling on tw o east 
coast towms where a few casual­ 
ties and some dam age to houses 
were reported. 
The 
R A F 
bombed 
industrial 
ta rg e ts in F ra n k fu rt and M ann­ 
heim and other cities in w estern 
Germ any, it w as disclosed. 
An 
Air M inistry communique 
said these R A F attack s were ca r­ 
ried out despite severe thunder­ 
storm s. 
O ther British bomber* attacked 
and dam aged the docks a t the 
Nazi-occupied port* of Dunkirk.

urging Congress to tu rn down his 
proposal to keep draftees, guards­

“I regard these move* as sabo­ 
tage of the m ost dangerous sort," 
he declared.

Yank 
the chewing tobacco away from 
them if necessary by falling in 
the police and interdict hot and 
cold foods, condiments, vinegar, 
etc. These things don’t cause the 
discase but they keep it going. 
Dangerous Type of Mole 
The most dangerous type of 
mole is fiat, slaty or blue-black in 
color. They are commonly -een 
near the eyes and on the feet. 
Their simple existence ta indica­ 
te s for wide removal. And by 
wide removal it meant just that. 
The tragedies occur when a t­ 
tempts are made to remove them 
by monkeying with them—burn­ 
ing them, shaving off the top, cor­ 
rosive plasters, etc. Nobody can 
m in one of the blue moles, An 
active young cobra in the home is 
not more dangerous.
